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The Deficiency Payment 


HE CANADIAN FEDERATION 

of Agriculture, oppressed by the 
problems of farmers throughout the 
nation, has lately proposed a new 
solution. In a brief to the Federal 
Government, the CFA advocated a 
system. of “deficiency” payments to 
prairie grain growers. If it is a good 
system for this group of farmers it 
must be a good system for other 
groups and no doubt, if adopted in 
one area, would soon spread to all 
Canadian’ agriculture. 

Deficiency payments would oper- 
ate in this fashion: The state would 
make no attempt to fix the price of 
farmstuffs, as it now maintains the 
price of such things as butter and 
eggs. It would let prices seek their 
own level, however low that might 
be. If, for example, butter sank to 
50 cents a pound or eggs to 25 cents 
a dozen the state would not interfere. 

But the state would calculate the 
price deserved by the producer and 
it would pay him the difference be- 
tween that figure and the price he 
had actually received on the market. 
This state contribution is. the ‘‘defici- 
ency”. payment. The consumer would 

hot pay_Jt AS$..a.consumer. ..but..he* 
woul pay it, of course, as a tax- 
payer. : 

The Diefenbaker Government has 
promised, by one means or another, 
to make sure that farmers get fair 
prices. It will certainly think hard, 
however, before it adopts the “defici- 
ency” price system. 

Such a policy could mean only 
that the state must underwrite, at 
the taxpayers’ expense, a very large 
part of the whole farm industry. 

As the Winnipeg Free Press ob, 
serves from the capital of the prairie 
grain area, the cost of farming is 
unlikely to decline so long as our 
present inflationary prosperity con- 
tinues, nor is there any prospect of 
a rise in the prices paid to farmers, 
at least the grain farmers. The

The farm industry, especially the 
grain industry-now suffering from | 
huge unsold sufpluses, deserves the 
sympathy of the government and, in 
times of emergency, the support of 
the public treasury. But that is a 
very different matter from a per- | 
manent, automatic state subsidy | 
fixed more likely by political pres- 
sure than by economic judgment. 

Apart from these long-term. dif- | 
ficulties the advocates of the “de-| 
ficiency. payment” face the -inimedi- 
ate problem of practical politics. 

It will be. hard for any govern- 
ment in Ottawa to persuade Parlia- 
ment and the Canadian people that 
they must commit in advance huge 
and probably increasing sums of tax- 
payers’ money to the farm industry 
or any other industry, whatever the 
merits of the case may be. : 

Moreover, to base acriculture, or 
any other industry, on such a com- 
mitment may be attractive in the 
short run but would be very danger- 
ous for the producers in the long. So 
organized on an artificial foundation 
which. takes no account of the 
market, any industry would be in- 
stantly imperilled whenever govern- 
ment policy changed, or Parliament 
refused to vote the required subsi- 
dies, or the taxpayers rebelled. 


Tomorrow the property owners 
of Saanich are asked to render @ 
verdict on a $95,000 money by-law 
The outcome of the vote can influ- 
ence for years to come the way in 
which Saanich, and possibly Greater 
Victoria, will develop. 

The facts of the matter have been 
placed before the voters. It remains 
now to be -seen whether or not the 
business which is directly their con- 
cern can bring out the vote. -A big 
issue is to be decided in Saanich. Is 
the decision to rest on a token vote 
only? Or are the property-owners 
of Saanich sufficiently alert and 
responsive to do their duty? 

The total votes cast will answer | 
that question tomorrow.

The Stalemate Remains 


On the whole, the probabilities seem 
to be that if the stalemate dissolves, it 
will be because of the great political 
changes that are taking place within 
the two coalitions 

It is not, of course, for a layman 
to say that there-will not be a decisive 
technological breakthrough that will radi- 
cally alter the military balance of power, 
But a layman can say that foreign 
policy cannot be founded on the possi- 
bility that something; which is not hap- 
“ening, could conceivably happen some 
day nevertheless. 

Moreover, the new invention would 
have to be a very big one—say, some 
easily produced device, unknown and un- 
available to the other side, which would 
be an almost: perfect defence against 
bombers and missiles. For the stalemate 
will almost certainly not be broken as 
long as both sides have the power to in- 
flict terrible and crippling blows on each 
other. 


Intense Competition 


The history of invention shows, it 
seems to me, that where there is such 
an intense competition as between the 
Soviet Union and ourselves, where the 
best brains from all over the world are 
mobilized on the problem, where such 
great resources are available, the chances 
are very small that there will be a new 
invention which, if it is decisive, is also 
unique. 

It is more probable, then, that when 
the stalemate dissolves it will be be- 
cause of political developments in Ger- 
Many, in Eastern Europe, in North 
Africa and the Middle East, in China 
and Japan. The one thing that can be 
said of all these problem areas, of these 
unsettled lands, is that the influence 
of the great powers is declining. 

It has been declining ever since the 
Second World War. The Soviet sphere 
of influence is big. But it is not so big 
as it threatened to be a few years ago— 
as witness the resistance of Eastern 
Europe and the approach of China to a 
Position of equality. 


More Difficult 


America's own sphere of influence 
is also big. But the days are past when 
it could be supposed in Washington that 
there should-be no neutrals, that every 
nation not under direct Communist dom- 
ination was in duty bound to sign up 
with us. 

As power declinés, the problems of 
diplomacy become more difficult, requir- 
ing more knowledge, more insight, more 
sympathy, and more delicacy. That: is 
one reason why it is worse today than 
it used to be to send out to the Embas- 
sies the well-meaning but the ignorant.
